to whom all correspondence relating to the Year-Book should be addressed, not to 
the Publishing Society. It is not safe or sufficient to say " Congregational House " 
only, as it has many rooms and occupants. 

A pastor, who has resigned his active service, does not lose his claim to the 
Year-Book. It is due to " every minister upon the roll." A church is not 
entitled to two copies, one for itself and one for its minister, as is often assumed; 
but to its one copy. The roll is new every year, and a minister's name has no place 
on it simply because it was in the last Year-Book. It is to be reported each year, 
either by the church lie is serving or by the conference or association of which he is 
a member, ana which is responsible to the churches for record and report of his 
good standing. 
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INTRODUCTORY. 



The Year Book oomes to the churches and the pablic this year more than a month 
earlier than in 1895. This favorable result is due to the earnest and diligent cooper- 
ation of many reporters, pastors and clerks of churches, local and State secretaries, 
who have made decided gains on the work of previous years; and the hearty thanks 
of the churches are due to all these faithful servants, as well to those who have 
held their ground in comparison with the prompt reports of other years as to those 
who have made good progress. 

The reports of six States were received in April — Connecticut, Georgia Illinois, 
Rhode Island, Texas, and Utah. The honored and beloved Secretary for Rhode 
Island, Dr. Laurie, was unable to complete his work. He was called to great sor- 
row, in the death of his wife, and to such feebleness that his report was finished, 
well done, by another hand. 

And in Illinois, the veteran secretary who had served the churches in this 
capacity more than forty years, and longer than any other, laid down his work on 
January 15. Dr. Whittlesey was one of those men whose years leave little impres- 
sion of age. His spirit was always youthful, and his interest in all that concerned 
the work and prosperity of the churches was as keen as when, almost fifty years ago, 
he became secretary of the Illinois Association. His name appears as secretary in 
1852, and he must have been elected, at least, in 1851. Of course, it took time to 
transfer the work to the hands of Rev. J. B. Fairbanks, but he had the advantage 
of familiarity with such work in Minnesota, and his work was well done by April. 

Thirty States reported before March 15, and will, we may assume, continue to do 
as well. If the nineteen States reporting later will come up to the same standard 
next year, we can gain another month in the issue of the Ybar-Book. It is surely 
not unreasonable for the churches to ask and to expect as much. New York can do 
as well as Ohio, Iowa as Michigan. The reports are generally an improvement 
in quality and fulness, as well as date. Georgia and Louisiana are an exception 
to this statement, and we may appeal to friends in these States to take such 
measures as will secure satisfactory returns in future. It is due to New Hampshire 
to record the fact that her report was received February 6, and Maine returns were 
only two days later. Michigan and Vermont, among the larger States, were also 
heard from in February. 

The list of ministers has gained in accuracy, but the improvement which is needed 
oannot be reached until the local reporters of ministerial standing accept and act 
upon an adequate sense of their responsibility in the matter, ^ome do this. They 
revise their list in January with care. They do not report a man as in a given place 
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because he was there last year, without kuowiug that he is still there. If a post- 
•ffioe is doubtful, they make inquiry by letter or otherwise, and if the result is not 
dear they cross out that post-office and do not take the responsibility of reporting as 
a fact what they do not know. 

Other reporters come short of this standard. They take their previous list, make 
any changes they happen to know about, and all the uncertainties which have accu- 
mulated they pass along and report as the facts of to-day, doing the churches a great 
injustice. A minister who died two years ago has been duly reported each year 
since, and this is not the first time such report has been made. 

The tendency to such fictitious "reporting'' is increased when an association 
or conference permits the carrying of names of members long absent. This has 
been, and still is, a^serious evil, though many such bodies are revising their rules 
and limiting the privilege of non-resident membership. Neighborly fellowship is a 
fundamental principle of Congregationalism, and it is quite as important in appli- 
cation to ministers as to churches. The man who wants and secures our fellowship 
should do it on the knowledge and faith of his neighbors; and, if we encourage 
men who keep their standing among us to turn their backs on such neighbors, and 
depend for its due report on brethren 100 or' 1000 miles away, we do them a serious 
wrong, and injustice to all concerned. Of course, where brethren have no oppor- 
tunity for such fellowship, as missionaries and some others may not have, exception 
may be properly made; but, otherwise, it is believed the exceptions should be 
very few. 

The committee appointed at Syracuse to arrange for a second International Con- 
gregational Council has entered upon its duties and initiated correspondence with 
the Congregational Union of England and Wales, and with Australia. No reply 
has been received from the latter, but English friends enter heartily into the pro- 
posal, and are ready to cooperate in arranging for a Council to be held in Boston in 
June, 1899. 

We should anticipate this great convocation with pleasure and with a due sense 
of our responsibility, as well as privilege, in welcoming it to America. What we 
can we must be ready to do, to ensure its success, and to make it a iK)wer and a 
blessing to our world-wide Congregationalism.

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THE WORK AND NEED OF OUR SIX SOCIETIES. 

At the National Conncil in Syracuse, Samuel B. Capen, of Maasaohusetts, spoke 
of the work and needs of the six societies, and offered the foUoTring preamble and 
resolutions, which were adopted by a rising and imanimous vote: — 

Whereas, our six missionary societies, in harmonious relations, one with the 
other, seem to be doing the work which is providentially committed to their care, 
with fidelity and success; and, whereas ^ our brethren in the field who bear our com- 
mission are greatly hindered in their work because of the inability of these societies 
through reduced receipts, to promote properly their work; and whereas, three of our , 
societies are now in debt to so large an extent that unless relief shall speedily come, 
they will be compelled still further to call in from the field men and women who 
are holding up the cross for the salvation of those who are ready to perish ; and, 
whereas, large sums of money are given by members of our Congregational churches 
for work which is oftentimes known to be experimental and of doubtful success, 
which money, if given to our societies, would not only pay every debt, but provide 
for an advance all along the line; and, whereas, notwithstanding this crisis in our 
missionary work, only 961 out of our 5,342 churches last year gave a contribution to 
all of our six societies ; now, therefore, to prevent further disaster in our missionary 
work, it is 

Resolved, (1) That we appeal to the members of our Congregational churches 
throughout the land, urging them conscientiously to consider the needs of our six 
societies, and to be willing in planning their gifts for the coming year, to give not 
only the first place in their thoughts but a much larger proportion of their mis- 
sionary money to these societies. To prevent the wasting of the Lord^s money, is a 
sacred duty. 

Resolved, (2) That in the absence of all ecclesiastical machinery and church gov- 
ernment, the one band that should unite all our churches more closely together 
must be our common missionary work, we therefore urge every church in our Con- 
gregational brotherhood so to recognize its responsibility to this work as to give a 
contribution every year to each society. Such a remembrance ought to be given as a 
pledge not only of our loyalty to Jesus Christ, the great head of the Church, but also 
of our loyalty to the denomination which we love, whose name we bear, and whose 
work we are in honor bound, as we are nearing another century, to prosecute with 
increasing vigor and hope. Even the feeblest churches need, for their own best 
work, the inspiration which would come to them by being connected by this sixfold 
cord with all our churches and all our splendid missionary work in all the world. 
Our missionary societies are the six children of our church, and it may well be 
questioned whether a church which neglects one of them should be considered in 
good and regular standing. 

Resolved, (3) That in order still further to arouse an interest in the missionary 
work which God has given to us to do, and to make it possible to increase the force 
of our missionaries in all the world, we urge upon all the members of our Congre- 
gational Churches an increase in their gifts. As a means to this end,'we would call 
attention to the simplicity and effectiveness of the extra ceut-a-day plan, which, 
wherever tried, has been found to be successful. The amount required from each 
person is so small that it can be almost universally adopted; and, if so adopted, the 
aggregate amount received by our missionary boards would be 90 great that the men 
in the field would be doubled and trebled, every open door could be entered, and 
the evangelization of the world would be near at hand. 
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Resolved, (4) That we must urge upon all our pastors from the Atlantic to the 
Facific and from the Lakes to the Gulf, to take renewed interest in this missionary 
work. In the new revival of civil righteousness in our land, the time is propitious 
to emphasize the great truth that the only salvation of America and the world i% 
through the gospel of Jesus Christ; and that a revival in henevolence is the fitting 
and necessary complement to the revival of patriotism. We glory in the splendid 
leadership of so many of our pastors along these lines, and we would lay upon all, 
not only the responsibility, but the magnificent opportunity to be such leaders also 
in this holy war for the republic and for the kingdom of God in all the earth* 
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"THEY BEING DEAD, YET SPEAK." 

If the personal Lord is in direct communication with personal messengers, 
whom He selects and equips for a personal service, sending them to distant lands 
that they may bear the message to the individual souls *who are to receive it, if this 
is the divinely ordained method of fulfiUiDg our trust as recipients of divine grace, 
then who are personally responsible as the human instruments to equip these 
messengers, to multiply their number, to fill their ranks as they fall, to maintain 
the goodly succession, and heartily to support them by sympathy and prayer and 
generous gift — so being kept in personal touch with them and with the personal 
Lord ? Thanks be to Qod that we are permitted to ask such a question as this, and 
that its answer brings the whole body of the Lord's disciples through each of its 
members into the same broad missionary fellowship ! 

It is the Lord's gracious provision that no individual disciple, however insignifi- 
cant in his own estimation or in opportunity, shall be excluded from this sublime 
ihonor. If he shuts himself out, it shall be his own voluntary act. The command 
and the promise belong to him, if he accepts them, as truly and as richly as they 
belong to the messenger who directly carries the message. This is the significance 
of freewill offerings, the cheerful, generous gifts of individual self-sacrifice, varying 
in amount according to the amount entrusted to the giver by God, He keeping the 
record and knowing its private meaning. It is in the solving of this part of the 
missionary problem that the personal factor needs to be specially emphasized. We 
want not only auxiliary societies, associations, conferences, churches, to be brought 
into direct fellowship with the administration of this trust, but more than all else, 
and practically including all else, every individual believer. When each disciple 
recognizes his own direct relation to the personal Lord on the one side and to the 
X>ersonai messenger on the other, and this personal responsibility and privilege are 
kept in lively exercise by continuous prayerful thought and devout offering, all the 
intermediate agencies will find their appropriate, efficient place and will so abide. 
Let a few years elapse, — we should not need many such years, ~ during which 
«very disciple shall clearly discern the Master's personal call, and shall heartily 
respond, bearing the gospel to individual souls reached by the individual messen- 
ger, sent forth and sustained by personal sympathy and consecrated gifts, gifts held 
in trust and bestowed for the Lord's sake with equal heartiness, whether it be by 
the rich young ruler who has great possessions or by the poor widow whose two 
mites constitute all her living, and the missionary problem will be solved for all 
•days to come. — E. K. Alden. _^ •

The American Board was organized at Bradford, Mass., June 29, 1810. Its first 
meeting was held at Farmington, Conn., Sept. 5 of the same year. It occupies 
twenty mission fields, as follows : Papal Lands : Mexico, Spain and Austria ; 
Turkey: European, including Bulgaria, Western, Central ana Eastern; Africa: 
Zulu, East Central and West Central; India: Marathi, Madura and Ceylon; 
China : Foo-chow, North and South and Shansi ; Japan ; Micronesia, including the 
Gilbert, Caroline and Marshall islands; and Hawaii. 

In these missions are located 1,265 stations and outstations in which evangelical 
labors are carried on among large populations, speaking at least 25 different lan- 
guages. The missionary force numbers 572 men and women, all under direct 
appointment by the Board. These missionaries have gathered about them 3,107 
native helpers. There are 461 churches connected with these missions, enrolling 
44,413 members, 3,266 being added last year. Intimately associated with these 
churches and missionaries are 1,165 Christian schools. These schools are of every 
grade, including theological seminary, college, boarding school, high school and 
common or district school, with increasing numbers of the kindergarten. They are 
for both boys and girls, and enroll about 53,000 pupils, all of whom are taught the 
Word of God and the way of life. Sunday schools form an important part of the 
work of the Board, training the youth to right views of biblical study and Sabbath 
observance. To give to the peoples in heathen lands a Christian literature is no 
small part of the work. The preparation, publication and distribution of books, 
leaflets and newspapers is accomplishing great good, while the sending forth of the 
Bible in the language of the people is the greatest good that can come to a nation. 

The Board gives assistance in the erection of churches, school buildings and 
homes. It aids feeble churches and stands behind many of the native home mis- 
sionary societies, encouraging their efforts. The medical missionary is a constant 
factor for good, and the hospitals and dispensaries under their care are gi'and minis- 
tries to the sick, poor and oppressed. 

The imperative needs of the Board are three-fold : (1) The most cordial support 
and sympathy from our pastors at home. (2) An annual contribution from all our 
Congregational churches. More than two thousand make no offering to this work. 
(3) A system of contributions in every church which will increase the givers until 
every member shall have a part. 

The Woman's Boards, which co-operate with the American Board, are doing a 
royal service, not only securing — mainly from the women of the churches — large 
contributionSjbut also educating and training children and young people to an intelli- 
gent interest in missionary work. These Boards can be addressed at No. 1 Congre- 
gational House, Boston, at 59 Dearborn Street, Chicago, and at 1316 Mason Street, 
San Francisco. 

The appropriations for 1896 are $580,000, or $70,000 less than the previous year. 
This reduction means distress to every mission, especially in distressed Turkey, and 
constitutes an intense appeal for generous giving and sacrifice on the part of the 
home churches. 

Attention is called to the Missionai'y Herald^ the Mission Dayspring^ and Life and 
Light; also to the American Board Almanac, and to the Children's Morning 
Star Mission, a special for Sunday schools. Our main instrumental reliance is 
upon the pastors of churches, themselves full of missionary information and zeal.

1. Purpose. — To assist worthy stadents in colleges and theological seminaries 
who are educating themselves for the Congregational ministry. Few ministerial 
students come from homes of wealth. The great majority need financial aid while 
pursuing courses of study. Mor^ than 8,000 have found the Society's aid necessary. 

'2. Number Aided. — Ahout 330 regulars hesides about 50 of foreign birth wha 
are preparing to be home missionaries to their own people in this country. 

The Slavic Department of Oberlin Seminary, which has been receiving $3,000 
annually from the Society, has already furnished 15 graduates who are now pastors 
and missionaries. 

3. Amount of Aid. — Each needy and worthy student may receive annual ap- 
propriations of $76 each. Many afterwards refund all they receive. 

4. Demand for Ministers. — Annual loss by death about equals the recruits 
from the seminaries, but for many years the annual net gain in number of churches 
has been about 125. 

The Congregational churches are not producing a supply of ministers equal to 
their own demand ; hence, many are called from other denominations. 

COLLEGE AND ACADEMY DEPARTMENT. 

1. Purpose.— To assist in the support of teachers in Home Missionary colleges 
and academies in the West and South. As pioneers must have the railroads built 
for them, so for a few years they require some aid in the establishing of institutiona 
of higher and Christian education.

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3. Amount of Aid. — tiach college receives from $1,500 to $5,000 a year, and 
each academy from $500 to $1,500. The institations are required to raise the balance 
of their current expenses on their home field. Aid has been given to 22 colleges 
that are now strong and prosperous. 

4. Thbir Impost anob. — The colleges produce candidates for the ministry, an 
intelligent and Christian citizenship, and educate the leaders in the thought and 
life of new States and Territories. The academies are located in new regions un- 
provided with sufficient educational privileges, prepare teachers for the public 
schools and young people for college, and afford liberal culture to many others who 
go forth as Christians to be the seed and strength of Home Missionary churches. 

NEW WEST DEPABTMENT. 

1. PuBPOSE. — To support the mission schools and academies in Utah and New 
Mexico, which were formerly sustained by the New "West Education Commission. 
The Christian teacher must precede the preacher to the Mormon and Spanish popu- 
lations. Churches grow out of the schools. 

2. Number Supported. — Besides the Salt Lake College in Utah, a Training 
School at El Paso, four academies, and ten mission schools.

the library. 

The past year has l^een an active one in this department. There have been added. 
898 books, 603 pamphlets, and 1,229 unbound numbers of periodicals, malsing the 
total number in the Library as follows: Books, 38,567; pamphlets, 34,459; periodi- 
cals, 47,004. The totals fail to correspond with those of last year, owing to a new 
count and classification. Unbound newspapers are not reckoned in this statement, 
though some of them are very valuable, e. .qr., the old Boston News-Letter ^ of 
which there are scores of copies, ranging in date from 1733 to 1774. Besides these 
are MSS., portraits, photographs, autographs, and relics of various kinds. 

We need here especially, 

1. Historical material ; in particular, whatever helps to illustrate the life of the 
l')cal church : as, its manuals and year-books, the records of its occasional celebra- 
tions, and its histories. The history of the town is an adjunct to that of the church. 
Congregationalists should see to it that our library contains their local history in all 
its phases. 

2. Biography t of which we have a good collection, but far smaller than is needed 
to carry out the idea of our institution. Religious history is embodied in the lives 
of leading men and women. These should be sent here by friends, that our funds 
may be kept for other demands. 

3. Money, to procure the books and pamphlets most directly in the line of our 
aims. Every year such works are sought here in vain, and every year we see them^ 
pass into the hands of more fortunate competitors. Gifts for the special needs of 
the Library are always welcome, and should be sent to the Librarian.

1. Object. — To aid needy churches in building bouses of worship and parsonages. 

2. Organization. — The CoDgregational Church Building Society, formerly known 
as the American Congregational Union, was organized May 11, 1853. It has a New 
York State charter ; a President ; one Secretary ; a Treasurer ;' three Field Secre- 
taries ; aa board of fifteen Trustees, chosen for three years, one third of the number 
going out eachyear ; a Committee on Finance and Applications, and two legal 
Counselors. Honorary, Life, and Annual Members constitute the Society. 

3. Methods of Work. — A regularly organized Congregational Church, after legal in- 
corporation, applies for aid. The application, carefully endorsed by men outside 
the church asking aid, comes to the office, is revised, laid before the Committee on 
Applications, and then before the Board. If aid is voted as a grant or loan, the 
applicants are notified. When the hou.«e of worship or parsonage is completed and 
ready for use, a loan or trust mortgage is executed by the incorporated Society of 
the Church, an insurance policy secured, and the aid voted is paia to cover last bills. 

4. What Has Been Accompliihed. — Aid varying in amounts from $50 to $5,000, 
January 1, 1896, had been put into 2,659 houses of wondiip and 524 parsonages. 
More than $550,000 of this aid has been paid back. By this aid more than $10,000,000 
worth of church property has been secured. 

5. What Remains to be Done. — 665 houseless churches to be sheltered and more than 
3,000 parsonages to be built before the work of building overtakes the work of 
organizing. 200 churches and 200 parsonages ou^ht to oe built every year, till 
every live church is housed. After that the Society will help house as fast as 
chnrches organize.

The Home Missionary, a monthly magazine, published by the Society, at sixl^ 
cents a year, including postage, gives a running account of the progress of the work 
in all parts of the country, largely from the pens of the superintendents and mission- 
aries personally engaged in it. The monthly issue averaged 29,612 copies. An Awttat, 
Report sums up the results of the year. Leaflets and Tracts for the times are pub- 
lished as occasion calls, designed to hel^ pastors, Sunday-school officers, and Mends 
of home missions generally, in awakenmg and keeping alive an intelligent, praoti- 

obI, /growing intereat in the work. These may be nad, free of charge, at any time, 

bjr addresBing the oMoera of the Society at the Bible House. 
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For more than seventy years the Society has been organizing ohurches in the 
West and South, and aiding in the support of their ministers till those churches are 
able to assume the whole expense. Its missionaries have from the first organized 
Sunday schools, provided proper teachers for them, and by watohfal oversight have 
secured their permanence and highest usefulness. 

In connection with the labor of its missionaries, 6,339 churches (a) have been organ- 
ized and 2,897 have come to self-support. It has collected and disbursed in cash, 
817,411,950; and in clothing, booKs, and other supplies, largely the offerings of 
Christian women, $2,218,811; in all, 319,630,761. The additions to the churches 
have been 447,219. 

In 1883, a Woman's Department was opened. Its object is to interest the women 
of our churches all over the country, and through them the children,, more directly 
#in the work ; not to the diminishing of their helpful labor in the way of home 
missionary boxes (of clothing, etc.)f but to secure also their gifts of money for the 
support of missionaries all over the country, and for various special uses, as called 
for from time to time. Their aid in this line is steadily growing, but much more 
is needed. 

The number of missionaries employed in its seventieth year (1895-96) was 2,038, 
1,515 of them in States and Territories west and south of the Middle States. They 
preached regularly in 4,110 stations, and at frequent intervals in many hundred 
more. The number of Sunday-school and Bible-class scholars was 186,343. The 
additions to the ohurches were 12,138; 8,153 of them on confession of Christ. 
Churches organized, 123 ; reached self-support, 24. 

The seventieth year's receipts were, in cash, $777,747.95; in supplies, $66,008.42; 
in all, $843,756.37. 

At least $708,428 in cash is needed this year properly to sustain the missionaries 
now in the field. To take up only such new work as the providence and Spirit of God 
manifestly call upon the Society to assume at once, $100,000 more is imperatively 
required. The Society is doing much more work than ever before among the foreign- 
born in all parts of the country. At nearly every meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee chosen men are called for in new fields at the front, where they are most 
needed, but where their support involves heavy outlay by the Society. For securing 
the means essential to the carrying on of this great work the Society depends, under 
God, on the zealous co-operation of the pastors and members of the Congregational 
churches of the land.

Include Christian education, churches, and mi8sions,among the poor and friendless of 
the American people. The Association originated in a general sympathy with the 
almost friendless slaves. In its work no un-Christian distinctions of race or color 
are recognized. For more than thirty years its main efforts have been devoted to 
the South in the endeavor to educate the freedmen for their duties as Christians and 
citizens, and in the development of missions and schools on the Christian anti-caste 
basis among the whites, especially in the vast mountain regions. As closely related 
to these efforts the Association seeks to convert and educate the caste persecuted 
Chinese in this country and fit them to become missionaries in their own land, and 
to extend the blessings of a Christian civilization to the Indians of our country. 
Its methods include the school, the church, the mission, the shop, and the farm. 

EDUCATIONAL WORK

In the Indian fields^ 
it is having wonderful growth. In the Chinese fields, nearly three hundred pagans 
have come into the Christian life. In the Southern mountains a number of churches 
have been added and the interest of the people in the Congregational church life is 
being rapidly developed. In the Southern lowlands, also, there is a remarkable 
movement among the colored people towards free and pure churches. Quite a 
number of independent colored churches have lately come into Congregational 
fellowship, and the movement shows great promise, especially in the Carolinas and 
Georgia. The Association has well organized churches in union with our great 
educational institutions, influential churches in many large towns and cities as well 
as in the rural regions. There are widespread church missions in the form of 
evangelistic meetings, Sunday-school and Christian Endeavor services, home visits* 
tion, and wayside work. Everywhere the A. M. A. church work stands as a protest 
against superstition, heathenism, and immorality, and as a witness for a pure gospel 
of light and liberty.

In some States it is required 
that charitable bequests should be made at least two months before the death of the 
testator, but this rule does not apply to bequests in New York State to this Asaocv&tvQ^s..

Calendar. — The annual period of study is divided into three Sessions by two 
recesses. The next seminary year begins on Wednesday, Sept. 16, 1896, and 
ends June 17, 1897. Becesses, Dec. 23- Jan. 6; March 25-29; vacation, June 17- 
Sept. 22. 

Course of Study. — This is arranged so as to secure continuity and progress. 
The Junior Year is devoted to Hebrew, N. T. Greek, Biblical Exegesis and His- 
tory, Fundamental Theology; the Middle, chiefly to Biblical and Systematic 
Theology; the Senior, mainly to Sacred Rhetoric, Pastoral Theology, History of 
Christian Life and Doctrine. Instruction in Elocution (lectures and exercises in 
vocal culture) is continued through the course In each year time is reserved 
for electiye work. The elective courses for 1896-97 are : The Life of Christ, History 
of the English Bible, the O. T. Canon, Introduction to the Minor Prophets, to 
Daniel, The Psalter and The Wisdom Books, Exegesis, History of Religions, Social 
Ethics, Syriac, Arabic, Assyrian, German, Reading of Shakespeare, Vocal Music. 

Fourth Year for advanct'd study. Each member of the Advanced Class chooses 
his studies, subject to approval by the Faculty, and receives from the professors in 
the departments chosen personal direction and assistance. Special facilities are 
afforded for private reading and research. 

Library and Museum. — The Library now numbers over 50,000 volumes, is 
constantly increavsed, and is open every week-day for the examination and drawing 
of books. A full reference library has been opened on the ground floor of Brechin 
Hall. The Museum comprises objects relating to Missionary life and work, a monu- 
mental slab from Nimroud, a relief model of Jerusalem, and a collection, recently 
greatly increased, of Palestinian flowers, birds, animals, reptiles, insects, domestic 
utensils, weapons, coins, rolls, inscriptions, etc., constituting a remarkably large 
and rich biblical museum in which may be seen a multitude of objects referred to in 
the Bible. 

A well-furnished Gymnasium is open to the use of the students. 

Location. — The Seminary was located with a view to the advantages of uninter- 
rupted study. These advantages have been retained, and are accounted of increasing 
yame. At the same time, through the rise and growth of cities in the immediate 
vicinity, the students of the Seminary have special opportunities for studying 
yarions conditions of church work, and different methods of preaching. Andover 
is within four miles of Lawrence, ten of Lowell and Haverhill, fifteen of Salem, and 
twenty of Cambridge and Boston. The situation is remarkably healthful.

Terms of Admission. — Bangor Seminary is open to all denominations of Chris- 
tians. Candidates for admission must produce testimony of their church member- 
ship and of their collegiate education. If they have not pursued a college course, 
they will be examined, and must exhibit mental training and attainments sufficient, 
in the judgment of the Faculty, to warrant their entering upon a course of theologi- 
cal study.

Testament Theology and Criticism, New Testament Theology, Church polity. 

English Biblical Course. — This course has recently been established as an elec- 
tive, for those who prefer a theological education on the basis of the English language. 
Its instruction is intended to be as scientific and scholarly as that of the other de- 

Sartments. Special attention is given to the English Bible. This course is in part 
istinct from the Classical Course during Junior year, but in Middle and Senior 
years the two divisions of the class are essentially united. 

Preaching. — As it is believed to be conducive to the best professional training to 
combine practice with theorv, and as special facilities are afforded in the compara- 
tively destitute missionary fields in the immediate neighborhood of the Seminary, 
students are allowed to exercise their gifts in holding meetings and in preaching as 
opportunities may offer, under the express approbation of the Faculty, it being pro- 
vided that the prescribed exercises of the Seminary are not neglected. This privi- 
lege is enlarged after licensure at the close of the Middle Year. 

Post-graduate Scholarships. — Three scholarships have been recently estab- 
lished for graduates of this Seminary. Two are in Bowdoin College, and are for the 
purpose of aiding students who, after graduating from the Seminary, desire to take a 
post-graduate year in the College. The third is for the benefit of any student who 
wishes to take a fourth year of study in the Seminary. 

Expenses. — There is no charge for tuition, rooms, furniture, library, or any priv- 
ilege of the Seminary. The dormitory has been thoroug hly repairea and refitted. 
The rooms are carpeted and furnished. The income of the Washburn fund and some 
other funds, given expressly to aid members of the Seminary, will be distributed to 
those who need. 

Library. — The Seminary has an excellent library, numbering nineteen thousand 
volumes, specially selected to meet the wants of the students. There is a permanent 
library fund, with the income of which constant additions are made of the latest and 
most valuable literature. 

Gymnasium. — The new gymnasium is furnished and provided with suitable ap- 
paratus. Special instruction is given three hours a week.

Two Courses of Study are provided, a Classical and a Four Years* Course. 
The Classical Course is as follows: — 

First Year. — Theological Encyclopaedia, Elements of Hebrew, the Gospels in 
Greek, Apologetics, Homiletics, Church History, Physical and Vocal Culture, and 
Elocution. 

Second Year. — Hebrew (Messianic Prophecy), the Epistles in Greek, Church His- 
tory, Theological Ethics, Apologetics, Comparative Religion, Homiletics, Elocution, 
Sociology, and Biblical Theology. 

Third Fear. — Systematic Theology, the Epistles in Greek, History of Doctrine, 
Homiletics, Pastoral Theology, Liturgies, Elocution, and the Delivery of Sermons. 

The Four Years' Course has a preparatory year, and then follows the Classical, 
substituting, however, English for Hebrew Bible study. 

Terms op Admission. — The Seminary is open to students of every Christian 
denomination. Applicants should present certificates of membership in some 
church, and evidences of such literary and scientific attainments, and of such char- 
acter, as make it probabld that they can worthily pursue the studies. The normal 
preparation for the Classical Course is a full collegiate education. Those who have 
not college diplomas should furnish testimony that they have attained equivalent 
culture and discipline. This would involve knowledge at the least of the Greek 
language, of Psychology, English Literature and Composition, History, and some 
branch of the Physical Sciences. Such applicants as have not received the normal 
preparation are received on probation. 

There are special courses intended for those who have not had thorough prepara- 
tion for theological study, or who wish to supplement previous studies, or to pursue 
Particular Jx)pic8 of investigation, or who would fit themselves for Sunday School, 
'oung Men's and Young Women's Christian Association, or missionary service, 
at home or abroad. The instruction in the English Bible provides the basis for these 
courses by a thorough biblical training. 

All the courses ofstudy are open to women as well as to men. 

Expenses and Pecuniary Aid. — No charge is made for tuition, rent of rooms, 
or use of furniture or of library. The student furnishes his own fuel and light. For 
incidental expenses every student is expected to pay $5 each semester in advance, 
and those occupying rooms in the building twenty-five cents each per week for care 
of rooms. Board may be had in the Students' Club at from $3.50 to $4.00 a week. 

Help is granted from scholarships and from the American Education Society, as 
may M necessary, up to the ordinary limit of $175. Systematic arrangements have 
been made, in connection with the Church Extension Society of San Francisco and 
vicinity,, by which students may be employed in church and city missionary work, 
and so receive a part or the whole of the Seminary pecuniary aid as a compensation 
for present service, as well as in preparation for the future. Such work is under 
the direct personal supervision of the President. 

Facilitibs. — A carefully selected and constantly increasing library (now num- 
bering about seven thousand volumes) is accessible to all students. No happier situa- 
tion is known than that occupied by this Seminary. The climate is unequalled for 
stimulating qualities, for mildness, and for general fineness. It is favorable to study 
every month in the year. The location of the institution in the midst of the great 
metropolitan complex of San Francisco and its surrounding cities, its proximity to 
the university of California, its high standards, its organic association with the 
aggressive work of the Congregational churches of the vicinity and of the State, its 
affiliation with the Congregational ecclesiastical organizations of all the Pacific 
States, its missionary history, and the emphasis it lays upon the spiritual and prac- 
tical, constitute its especial claims upon the attention of candidates for the ministry.

Admission. — The Seminary is open to students of all denominations. Candidates 
for admission to the Degree or Diploma Course must have received a collegiate 
education, or an equivalent preparation. Students from other seminaries may be 
admitted by certificate. 

Terms and Vacations. — The academic year begins the second Wednesday in 
September and closes the third Wednesday in April. There is a recess of two weeks 
at Christmas. 

Situation. — The Seminary Buildings front Union Park. The location is quiet, 
but the centre of the city may be reached in ten minutes. 

Course of Study. — The Course of Study covers three years ; the lectures are 
prescribed and elective. Each student i^ required to take fourteen lecture hours a 
week, ten prescribed and four elective. The Diploma Course differs from the 
Degree Course only in putting study of the English Bible partly in place of that 
of the Hebrew and Greek Scriptures. 

The German and the Scandinavian Departments. — Students in these 
departments take part of the Degree or Diploma Course in the English language, 
according to their grade 'of preparation, that they may be able to preach also in 
English. They are, however, excused from most English studies, in place of which 
they have such studies in their own native languages as are best adapted to prepare 
them to minister to our German or Scandinavian fellow-citizens. 

Examinations.— In each year there are two public examinations, oral and written, 
of all the classes. 

The Alumni Institute is held in the anniversary week in April. 

Hammond Library. — This contains the General and the Reference Library 
with over 14,000 volumes, which is arranged, in six rooms according to subjects. 
These sub-departments are furnished with the best helps for students, and are open 
daily. The students have easy access, also, to the public libraries of Chicago, some 
of which are among the best endowed and equipped in the country. 

Expenses. — No charges are made for instruction, or for the use of Hammond 
Library. Furnished rooms are assigned to new students, by the treasurer, in the order 
of application. The following charges are made for the occupancy of rooms in the 
Seminary buildings: $1.00 a week for rooms occupied by two students; $1.26 for 
rooms alone. Good board can be had in private families in the neighborhood of 
the Seminary for $2.50 or $3.00 a week. 

Financial Aid. — From the American Education Society, to men in the Degree 
or Diploma Course, $75 a year. Additional aid will be furnished to students 
needing it, and fitted for such service, in return for service in city mission work. 
This supplemental aid is $4.00 a week for twenty-five weeks. The aid to students 
in the Foreign Departments of the first year is given only in the second term 
to those who pass the Christmas examination.

Subject : Some Phases of the Religious Life of New England. 

Course of Study. — The plan of instruction aims (1) to establish sound methods 
of investigating the Scriptures, (2) to train the power of formulating Scriptural truth, 
and (3) to apply that truth in tht^ study of history and experience, of philosophy, 
and of practical endeavor, — God's thought being recognized as the supreme object 
of all science, and His will the supreme guide of conduct. 

Instruction is carried on partly through text-books, partly by lectures, and 
partly through original investigation by the student. Emphasis is laid upon a close 
personal relation between instructor and pupil. About two thirds of the course are 
prescribed, and one third is to be selected from a list of about one hundred electives, 
offered in all the departments. Special efforts are made to explain the interrelations 
of the numerous subjects properly belonging under the head of theological science, and 
to afford the opportunity of prosecuting study in any one of them. In each department 
the purpose is to use only the most scientific methods, both old and new. In the field 
of pastoral discipline extensive work is expected in preaching, in every variety of 
evangelistic and charitable organization, and in personal religious effort. Systematic 
instruction is given in singing and in elocution. Optional instruction is provided in 
German. Special and advanced courses are open to those who desire them. Two 
fellowships (each for two years) for foreign study and seven prizes are offered. 

The Apparatus includes a rapidly increasing library of over 65,000 volumes, con- 
taining several unique special collections, to which students have access day and 
evening, museum and reading-room, gymnasium, music-room, etc. 

Tebms of Admission. — Candidates for admission must be members of some 
Christian Church and graduates of some college. Those who are not college grad- 
uates may, after examination, be admitted on probation during the first term. 

All courses are open to women on the same terms as to men. 

Expenses.— No charge is made for tuition, rooms, furniture and bedding, or use 
of the library and apparatus, except a nominal fee of $20 for use of steam and super- 
vision. Board is provided at the Seminary under the care of the Students* Asso- 
ciation, at $3.50 per week. 

Scholarship aid is provided for those needing it to the amount of $60 to $90 per 
year, in addition to the grant of $76 fr(»m the Education Society. 

Calendar.— The sixty-third year begins on Oct. 7, 1896, and closes on June 3, 
1897. The various coirses are arranged in three terms. Examinations are held at 
the close of each subject or principal topic.

The Seminary is open to students of all denominations. It has a full corps of 
Professors of its own and offers its studests all the work essential to a theologictil 
training. In addition students are admitted to the College classes without charge, 
and some of the advanced College electives are allowed to count as Seminary elec- 
tives. Upon college graduates who complete the Classical Course, the Academic 
Degree of Bachelor of Divinity (d. b.) is conferred. Those who are not college 
graduates, but who have had the equivalent of a college course, may also receive 
this degree upon the completion of the Classical Course, by fulfilling certain addi- 
tional requirements. 

Classical Course. — The minimum requirement for all candidates for a degree 
is 1,280 hours of lectures and recitations. The most essential courses of each depart- 
ment are required ; this work amounts to 657 hours. Hebrew being elective, the 
required amount of work in the Old Testament department may be done either in 
Hebrew Exegesis or in Introduction and Biblical Theology. In addition to the 
required work, a large number of elective courses are offered, aggregating 1,391 
hours, from which ^each student elects at least 625 h«urs. These courses cover a 
large range of more advanced work in the several departments. 

English Course. —This is to train for the ministry mature men who give 
promise of usefulness but who have not had a classical education. The course 
extends through three years; it includes over 400 houts Exegesis of the English 
Bible; Church History; the full course in Systematic Theology, preceded by Psy- 
chology, Logic, Moral Science, and Christian Evidences ; Homiletics with prepara- 
tory work in Rhetoric and Elocution; Practical Theology. 

Slavic Department. — The object of this department is to train up pastors for 
the Slavic immigrants to this country. Thorough instruction is given in the 
Bohemian language. The course of stu^ varies to suit the needs of individuals, 
and culminates in the regular English or Classical Course. 

Spear Library contains about forty-five thousand volumes. 

Expenses. — Council Hall, the Seminary building, has fully furnished rooms for 
fifty students. Those rooming here pay an incidental fee of $30 a year. Other 
students pay a fee of $6. Aside from this fee there is no charge made by the Semi- 
nary. The price of board in Oberlin is from $2.00 to $3.00 a week. Other expenses 
are correspondingly low. 

Pecuniary aid is granted to those who need it, from the Congregational Education 
Society, and from Seminary scholarship funds. The amount ordinarily received 
from each is $75. There is abundant opportunity for work in Home Missionary 
fields and elsewhere during the summer vacation of four months, and occasional 
preaching for remuneration is possible during term time. 

The year of study consists of thirty-two weeks in two semesters. The next year 
begins Wednesday, Sept. 23, 1896.

Relation to the University. — The Divinity School is one of the Departments 
of Yale University. Its members receive from the Corporation, on completing their 
three-years course of study, the degree of b. d. They have access to the public col- 
lections of the University, such as the Library, the Peabody Museum, and the collec- 
tion of paintings and statuary in the School of Fine Arts. They are permitted to 
attend free of expense, so far as will not conflict with their professional studies, the 
lectures and recitations In the College and the ShefSeld Scientific School, and, if 
expecting to become foreign missionaries, those of the Medical Department. 

Course of Study. — The first year is devoted chiefly to Hebrew and the Exege- 
sis of the Greek New Testament ; the second year to Systematic Theolo^, Church 
Histonr, Old Testament Biblical Theology, and Church Polity ; , the third year to 
Sacred Rhetoric, the History of Christian Doctrine, New Testament Biblical The- 
ology, and Social Ethics. Additional lectures on Preaching and other important 
subjects are delivered before all the classes by eminent ministers and scholars from 
this country and Europe. There are also optional classes in German, Syriac, Chal- 
dee, Arabic, and Assyrian. Once a week there is a Rhetorical Exercise for all the 
classes. Instruction in Vocal Culture and Elocution, and also in Sacred Music, if 
desired, is continued through the entire course. 

Graduate or Fourth-Year Class. — Students of approved scholarship who 
have completed a three-years course of theological study,' here or elsewhere, are 
admitted to the Graduate Class, in which advanced studies in Theology are pursued 
under the direction of the Professors. Scholarship aid, to a limited amount, will at 
the discretion of the Faculty, be given to men of superior scholarship. 

The LiBRAiiiES of the U niversity, to which students have access, including the 
Reference Library of the Divinity School, contain more than 200,000 volumes. 

The Graduate Fellowship, for the encouragement of further theological study 
in this country or abroad, the income of which is $600 for two years after gradua- 
tion, is offered to the class entering in September, 1896. 

Expenses. — There is no charge for instruction, use of libraries, or room rent. 
The rooms, which will accommodate one hundred and fifty students', are designed in 
general for only one occupant. Each room has a bedroom attached, and is carpeted 
and furnished with all needful furniture except bed clothing. The chief expenses 
of the session are for board, $3.00 to $4.00 a week ; fuel and light, $25 to $30 ; and 
$15 a year for care of room and incidental expenses. 

Scholarship Funds and other Aids. — Students whose circumstances require 
it are aided to the amount of $100 a year, from the income of scholarship funds. 
Besides this assistance, ten special scholarships of $50 each are assigned to those 
members of the Junior Class who maintain the highest standing in studies of the year. 
Additional aid to the amount of $75 is offered by the American Education Society 
to approved students who are members of Congregational churches. 

Commencement of the Term. — The next term of study will begin on Thurs- 
day, Sept. 24, 1896, and continue until the third Wednesday in May (anniversary), 
when the vacation of four month?, in which the students have the opportunity to 
engage in some form of remunerative labor, will commence. 

Application for Admission. — The Seminary is open on equal terms to students 
of all Christian denominations. Applications for admission, or for the annual Cata- 
logue containing further information, may be made to Prof. George B. Stevens, 
New Haven, Conn., or to any other member of the Faculty.

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THE ANNUAL STATISTICS OF THE CHUECHES AND 

MINISTERS. 



The foUowiDfi: pages contain the statistics as collected in 1896 by the statistical 
secretaries of the several State organizations, and compiled for this publication by 
the secretary of the National Conncil, under vote of the publishing committee. 
They are all of date 1 Jan., 1896, except that ministerial supply is, as far as possible, 
brought down to date. 

The secretary, as heretofore, in no case presumes to insert or omit the name of 
church or minister on any authority but that of the State secretaries representing 
their own organizations, or of councils subsequent to the date of annual reports. 

The contents of the statistics are as follows: — 

1. The statistics of the churches and their ministers, by States. 

2. List of Congregational ministers in foreign lands. 

3. The National, State, and local organizations of the churches, with officers 
and dates of next sessions in 1896-7. 

4. General summary tables for the year. 

5. Tables of summaries, 1858-1895. 

6. Remarks upon the statistics. 

7. Alphabetical list of ministers, with P. O. address, and indexed to pages. 

8. Alphabetical list of licentiates. 

9. List of ministers of other denominations supplying Congregational churches. 

RULES OF COMPILATION. 

1. To arrange in alphabetical order everything capable of it; except that the 
churches in any one town or city arranged, as they should be, under the name of 
that town or city, are placed according to age. 

2. To make each State list to conform strictly to the State loundaries. Churches or 
ministers reported by some association of a State other than their own are, therefore, 
transferred to their proper places; and the summaries are correspondingly corrected. 

3. To make new tables each year. '* Last year's report '* (if known to be such) is 
always omitted. But, while old reports are not to be inserted in the table, the aggre- 
gate of such last reports from churches failing to report, in the items of church and 
Sunday-school membership, are included in the summaries. Justice to the churches 
which do report requires this, as their real progress may be apparently diminished 
or reversed, by lack of the figures from their less faithful neighbors. The special 
attention of State secretaries is called to this point, as it has often been disregarded. 
The list of churches of this year is compared, name by name, with that of last year, 
and all variations are specifically mentioned with the State summary, so that each 
church can be traced from year to year. 

4. To examine carefully all the tables, with a view to correction or addition by 
correspondence, especially to correct "pastoral supply'* to the latest moment. 
Proof sheets have been sent to secretaries and some home-missionary superintend- 
ents who could be reached in season. But no such changes have been allowed to 
affect the summaries. 

5. The prime name in a table line is always supposed to be the name of the place, 
town or city, in which the church is located, as determined by the place of the meet- 
ing-house. This is also the name of its post-office, unless followed in line or margin 
by a name in heavy-faced type. In such cases the latter is the post-office, and

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P08T-OFFICB8. If this postal word is an adjective, it goes with the preceding name, 
e. g., ''Newton West''; if itself a name, it supersedes the other, as "Newton, 
Aubumdale." Postal designations are not repeated on the second page, and spe- 
cial chorch names are sometimes given in the second page line, for which there was 
not room in the first. In general, the two pages, heing invariably opposite, are 
treated as one, and marginal references on the second page are made to foot-notes 
on the first, without repetition when they occur there. 

MINOR EXPLANATIONS. 

1. Any church given in brackets is one organized since January 1st ; not included 
in the summary, but inserted for information. A few churches temporarily not 
associated are inserted by their own wish. A * denotes churches not associated, ex- 
cept in California, where it marks the churches in Southern California. 

2. Pastors installed or recognized by council are marked ''p. c.*'; pastors duly 
called by their churches and recognized by some '' definite act of the church," but not 
by council, are marked "p."; others in service are not marked, but in tabular sum- 
maries are counted as " supplies." Blanks in the column of pastoral supply, mean- 
ing no regularly engaged minister, are left blank for the convenience of those who 
note pastoral changes. 

3. The tables are not a postal guide to the addresses of ministers, and any person 
so using them runs his own risk of error. The General Alphabetical List of Minis- 
ters gives their post-office. 

4. The two columns following the names of ministers in the tables of churches 
denote (1) the year of ordination, (2) the year when the minister was installed, or 
commenced service with that church. 

5. A star (*) in the General Alphabetical List of Ministers denotes that the person 
designated is found in the original State alphabetical list, but is not reported to be a 
member of any association or conference of ministers or churches in the United 
States; or that he is found suppling some church, or did so last year and may be 
presumed to be in transitUj but is not in the State alphabetical list. 

6. Licentiates are not reckoned as ministers. Churches supplied by such, or by 
ministers of other denominations, are reckoned as vacant; but the number of such 
churches is given in each State summary. No ministers of other denominations (if 
so known) are inserted in the General Alphabetical List. 

7. The names of some Congregational ministers are missing; but it is solely 
because they are not reported by any organization of churches or ministers. 

8. Under " Church Members," ** Absent " are included in " Males," " Females," 
and "Total." Under the head of "Removed," "Died," "Letter," and "Disci- 
pline " are represented by the abbreviations. 

9. Blanks in any colunm of figures are such as were so left in the State Minutes. 
They ousrht always to signify " no report," but some States do not follow the proper 
rule of inserting a cipher where " none " is meant, and the examiner must conjecture, 
in any given case, whether "none "or "no report "is intended. In our General 
Summaries, a blank invariably signifies " no report."

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LIST OF CONGREGATIONAL MINISTERS IN THE 

UNITED STATES. 

REPORTED BY THE SEVERAL STATE ORGANIZATIONS. 

The following is a compilation of the alphabetical lists famished by the State 
Associations and Conferences, corrected by correspondence with their secretaries to 
the latest possible date. The secretary of the Council in no case presumes to insert 
or omit a name upon his own responsibility. The State organizations (or later coun- 
cils) are alone responsible ; but the secretary has used his utmost endeavors to obtain 
a complete and correct list. If any names are omitted, it is because they are not 
reported by any organization in any State, or a conflict of reports leaves the editor in 
doubt of the facts. 

The figures refer to pages where the name will be found in the tables, in the Vital 
Statistics, in the service of the Benevolent Societies, of the Theological Seminaries, 
in the list of foreign missionaries. In some cases the page is left as in tables, when 
the post-office is changed since the tables were put to press. 

Names starred (*) are of persons who, although mentioned (usually as supplying 
churches), are not reported as members of any organization of Congregational churches 
or ministers. A few names are also retained with a * of those who were in active 
service last year, and may be presumed to be in transitu. Such names are not con- 
tinued a second year, without specific report. 

Some j^ost-office addresses are antiquated, but the best possible has been done. 

Licentiates are not included in this list, but a list of licentiates follows this, and 
a list of ministers of other denominations, including also names of those whose 
position is not reported. 

Names of persons in last year's list, deceased since the issue of 1895, are retained, 
and are indexed to the pages of the " Vital Statistics " when found there. 

Some errors will be found in first names, initials, and spelling. No pains have 
been spared to secure accuracy ; but, effort failing, the compiler has not ventured 
to follow even his own convictions, against the unmistakable testimony of the 
reports. 

Names differing only in a single letter and pronounced alike are treated as one 
name, but spelled according to report. Browne, Clarke, Curtiss, Griffith, etc., and 
names beginning with Mac. or Mc. are among this number. Names beginning with 
Mc. or St. are arranged as if the word was not abbreviated. 

Names of ministers without pastoral charge, as they do not occur in the preced- 
ing' tables, have no numeral p^ge reference, and in place of it the year of ordina- 
tion is given. 

Names of persons employed in instruction in schools and colleges are indicated 
by pr., president or principal, andp/., professor.

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WANTING IS WHAT? 

Extracts from Address of the Chairman of the Congregati(^nal Union, 
Rrv. J. MoRLAis JoxBS, 12th May, 1896, in London, England. 



" Criticism — the tone and temper of it — the ideas with which the world of 
thought and scholarship is just now soaked have loosened the tenacity with which 
we once held the great hook as the word of God, cooled the fervor with which we 
helieved in Jesus as the only Saviour of men, damped the glow and intensity with 
which we recited the great truths in which we enthusiastically helieved. And 
hefore everything — oh, we have our political and social and denominational 
dreams, hut we must start here — we must rekindle the old passion, awake to the 
old love, rouse ourselves to the old enthusiasm, and hring ourselves into fresh touch 
with God. 

" This revivifying of the Church, this rekindling of the life of the Church will 
come only hy two things. First, hy earnest and devoted and constant prayer : 
'Pray without ceasing,' 'Instant in prayer.' The small hand upon whom the 
power of Pentecost hroke had heen waiting for it ' with one accord in prayer and 
supplication.' Do what you will, the fire in the Church will hum down into gray 
ashes, the very look of which makes you shiver, if you neglect to pray. You may 
work hard and devise a thousand schemes of stimulating the Church into activity. 
It will be piling fuel on the fire, but shutting from it the necessary oxygen. Prayer 
alone creates the atmosphere, ensures the temperature in which what is the Church's 
real glory thrives." 

" The place of prayer in public worship has to be restated. We Congregation- 
al ists have never yet understood the importance of the function; no people relegate 
it to the place of comparative insignificance we do. Meetings for the simple culti- 
vation of the devout life have practically become extinct. But we must seek some- 
thing more than public prayer. For the minister, especially, that is not enough. 
' But thou, when thou prayest, enter into thy closet.' A simple duty, but perhaps 
one of the most difficult that Christ laid upon us. Few of us like to be alone. 
There is no one we are so much afraid of as ourselves; we are never quite at our 
ease, unless there be some second to stand between us and ourselves. Even when

we retire for solitude aud meditation, we retire in company. Elijah worked out 
the problem of the hour for him by the brook Cherith. John the Baptist retreated 
into the wilderness. Saul's last preparation for his apostleship was a season of 
solitude in Arabia. Our Lord Himself, at every fresh crisis in His work, spent the 
night on the mountain-side alone. When we want a retreat we organize it, we 
retreat in company." 

" From the days of John Milton until to-day, the filrst sod in many a fresh field 
of theological thought has been cut by the 'Independent.' This has been a dis- 
advantage as well as an honor. We might have been far stronger in numbers, if 
we had not been so eager theologically to push into ' fresh fields and pastures new.' 
The crowd will never be with those who strike out for the first time into fresh terri- 
tory. It is not the pioneers of civilization in a new country that are always after- 
wards the masters of that country. It is easier to come in when roads have been 
cut through the primitive forests, and the swamps have been a little drained. But 
for myself, I would have Congregationalism be still true to its ancient mission — to 
be the pioneer and pathfinder." 
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
